| give,” she said. Abeln also said volunteer- 
ing her time and talents in Appalachia is 
something she’s wanted to do before, and 
this year has worked out for her to go. 

VanFleet is also excited about the trip. 
“I'm honored that I'll be given a chance to 
share a part of myself with those less for- 
tunate,”’ she said. “‘It's a good feeling to 
know that you’re helping someone else 
make their life better.” 

Carr encouraged the Clarke community 
to support several fund-raising events 
preceeding the trip to Appalachia. At Mass 
a collection will be taken for aid to the Ap- 
palachian people and for Clarke students 
that will spend their spring break working 
with the homeless in Washington, D.C.

“Can you be a Christian and be a 
racist?” is the question that has haunted 
me since | attended the C.T. Vivien Urban 
Potential Workshop on Feb. 2-3. The 
workshop focused on the problems of 
Black and White relations and how to solve 
them. After spending two days in an in- 
tense confrontation and honest evaluation 
of racial prejudice, | now find myself faced 
with the problem of how to become a part 
of the solution. 

Christianity has many different meanings 
in our world today. To me, being a Chris- 
tian means being Christ-like (at least as 
close as humanly possible). In my dic- 
tionary, this leaves no room for racism. Yet 
| know hundreds of people—many of whom 
| love and consider my friends—who call 
themselves Christian and have racist 
attitudes. 

| wonder how these people can honest- 
ly believe that God loves the White race 
better than the Black race, or that He has
